•  for- example  on  ‘be-ing'- Called" 'to'  a'dvi'se  on  a  succession  of  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  in  a:  large  school,  !■  ms  able  to  hand  throat 
and-  nose-  si/abs  from  368  scholars,  and  staff .  to  Dr.ADownic  at 
the  Amergency  Laboratory  at  Cambridge,  Dr.  Do\/nie  indent  if  ied 
3  scholars  v/ho  were  carrying  Haemolytic  Streptococci  of  the 
same  Group  and  'Type  as  that  found  in  the  cases.  The  isolation  • 
of  those  3  scholars  terminated  the  schools  epidemic. 

In  conjunction  v/ith  the  Amer'gency  Laboratory  Service  at  Cambridge 
and  in  co-operation  \7ith  the  Nest  Suffolk  Education  Committee 
(Chief  School  hedical  Officer* *  -  Dr,  H.  Roger)  at  whose  schools 
immunisation  of  both  school  and  pre-school  age  children  was.  • 
carried,  out,  immunisation  of  the  child.ren  in  the  District  w.as 
commenced  at  the  end  of  1940  -  222  school  children  and  .31  pre- 
schoel  chiTd-ron  received  their  first  dose  in  December,  1-94 0- 
by  September,  1941,  2104- school  (91%')  and  642  pre-school  (43%) 
had.  comeleted  their  course  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation.
